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UNDER FIRE. 


Coxejites Attacked by U. S. 


Marshals. 


BLOODY ENCOOKTEIl AT BILL1KUS 


Tho Marshals Overpowered— The In- 


dustrials Resume Their Jour- 


ney East. 


TAUOMA, Wash., April 25.— A special 


to tliB Ledger from Allen C. Maeon, a 
prominent citizen of Tacoma, who was 
at Billings this morning on the west- 
bound train, Bays: "About 1 o'clock 
this morning the Corey contingent from 
Butte, WO strong, wearinc tri-color 
badges, rolled into Billings on sixteen 
freight ears loaded on top and inside, 
and with aaga Hying, followed closely 
by a train containing United States 
marshals. The west-bound passenger 
train was laid out thirteen hours, fear- 
ing to run up against them, and for 
safety went on a side track half a mile 
below the town. The Coxey traiu is 
apparently having its own way. 


At Columbus the railroad otHciala bad 


obstructed the track last night, hut the 
Goreyitea removed the obstructions, 
pulled through and replaced them. On 
arriving at Billings, the leader, Cun- 
ningham, from the top of the rear car, 
waa addressing the large crowd collect- 
ed there, wi>eu about iifleeii marshals 
marched past to capture the engine. 
The crowd surged forward and around 
the marshals, while the Coreyites, 
from their trtia, guyed the marshals, 
warning them to commit no violence. 
The engineer, though under cover of 
rifles, refused to leave the cab, when 
bang, ten or a dozen times, went the 
rifles. 


The Coicyitea charged and wrested 


moat of the guns from the marshals, 
who retreated uuder protection of their 
revolvers, tiring occasionally. " Kill 
them!" "Ilang them!" shouted the 
OoxeyiteB, who saw one of their crowd 
011 top ot tue train with blood streaming 
from a wound on hie forehead. Several 
deputies ran, followed by the crowd, 
hurling stones and hitting several of the 
deputies, who were driven back, to the 
train, narrowly escaping violent death 
The Coxeyites smashed the captured 
rifles in pieces over the railroad rails. 
Tb« action of the marshals iu shooting 
in the miscellaneous crowd is severely 
condemned as foolhardy. One citizen 
was shot through the lungs, but will re- 
cover. 


There were no fatalities. One man 


was ahot through his vest over the 
heart, having a narrow escane. The 
Billings people furnished the Coieyitea 
with an abundant supply of provisions, 
and after speeches by the leaders, Cun- 
ningham and Hogan, denouncing the 
deputies as murderers, they violently 
captured a fresh engine and pulled out 
for the east, claiming the right of way. 
There was a live rooster on the engine, 
and a score of flags were flying. They 
expect no trouble with the. United 
States troops at Fort Keogh. Ihere is 
no drunkenness. The deputy marshals 
remained at Billings. It is a wonder 
that many were not killed.

Montana contingent of Coxey'e army 
will not go further out than FortKeojrh.

Superintendent Finn of the 


Montana division will attend to the 
•topping of the train at Fort Keogb. 
Hogan, who is in command of the 
Coxey itea, wired Finn that he would 
want bis private car to go east from 
Miles City and that Finn he on hand to 
explain his interruption in the program. 
The garrison at Fort Keogh consists of 
500 men with gatling battery, and 
Colonel Page will execute all orders. 
The probabilities are that the army will 
be returned to Butte under military 
escort. Private advices to this city state 
in the fight between the deputies and 
Coxeyites uo one was killed, but three 
or four were injured. 


ST. PAUL, April 26, 1 a.m.— It is re- 


ported in this city that the common- 
weal army on the Montana stolen train 
has been captured. 


HBLBNA, Mont., April 25.— Deputy 


marshals attempted to arrest Coxey's 
armv near Hillings today. 
A fight 


ensued, but uo one was killed. The 
deputies are reported to hve been over- 
powered by the Coxeyites. 


HRI.TOA, Mont., April 25. At 11 


o'clock tonight IJogan'n Bntte contin- 
gent of the commonweal army was 
thirty milca from Fort Keogh, There 
the United States army authorities, 
United States marshals and railroad 
officials are making preparations to stop 
the train and arrest the commonweal 
leaders. Colonel Page, in command at 
FortKeotr.li, has ordered all his white 
soldier to their posts, and even the com- 
pany of Sioux Indians has been ordered 
in readiness. Colonel Page aaya the 
common weaters shall not pass Fort 
Keogh.

ever, to be of Great 


Benefit. 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 25.— Reports to 


the Associated Press today from various 
parts of northern and central California 
are to the effect that rain fell in ahowers 
during last night and today, and the 
reports for continuance are good. The 
rain will be of vast benefit to the grain, 
;hough considerab'e damage has al- 
ready been done by the fifty days of 
drought, particularly west of the San 
Joaquin. 


SA* FRANCISCO, April 25.— The Asso- 


ciated Press has received reports from 
numerous places in nortnern California, 
all showing that today's showers were 
most welcome. 


At Lakeport .31} of an inch fell and the 


farmers are praying for more. Ukiah 
jot. 37 of an inch, enough to insure a 
aop crop and help along the grain. At 
Sonoma warm showers fell all day, 
much to the delight of the farmers and 
dairymen, as feed of all kinds had stop- 
ped growing. Dunamuir had rain all 
lay, which turned to snow at night, but 
the weather is not cold enough to dam- 
age the fruit. Chtco had a hail storm, 
which damaged the apricots and cher- 
ries, but not enough to hurt. Corning 
(tot one shower, which was not enough. 
Petaluma had little rain and wants 
more. Some fruit is ruined, but the 
crop will be immense. Oakdale got .54 
of an inch and makes no complaint. At 
Gilroy a quarter of an inch of rain fell, 
the drops of which were as precious aa 
flakes of gold. Feed and cram were 
greatly benefited. It rained all day at 
Sonora, helping the crops along im- 
mensely. All feara of a drought van- 
ished at Martinez and good crops are as- 
sured by today's rain. 


From the indications tonight the 


chances for a general rain are few. At 
beat but a few showers more are possi- 
ble from the storm, and these will be in 
the Sacramento valley. If the storm 
moves southeast, as it appears, it will 
ahower ou Friday in Southern Califor- 
nia. 
CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS 


Resolutions Presented in the House 


Yesterday. 


WASHIXOTON, April 25.— In the senate 


today Allen of Nebraska again brought 
forward his resolution, reciting that a 
large number of peaceably iucliued un- 
employed citizens are about to assemble 
in Washington to petition the govern- 
ment for relief, and that threats had 
been made to use the militia to prevent 
them carrying out their purpose. The 
resolution closes with the declaration 
that these men are only exercising their 
constitutional right, and an order^that 
they be allowed to peaceably assemble 
without interference by the district au- 
thorities. Objection was made, and un- 
der the rules the resolution went'over. 


Senator Peffer • today introduced an- 


other bill to provide work for the unem- 
ployed in the District of Columbia. The 
bill providers for the improvement of 
the public grounds of Washington by 
laying outand making walks and wagon 
ways and by the opening up of high- 
ways wherever needed in the district, 
and for the improvement of those al- 
ready provided. The work is to bedone 
under the supervision of a commission 
composed of the senate and house com- 
mittee on the District of Columbia, with 
Senator Hartia as its chairman. 


Persona in the district who have no 


other employment are to be employed 
at wages of (1.50 per day of eight houra, 
and $1,000,000 will he appropriated. 


The Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, April 25. — Senator Brice 


is authority for the statement that a 
compromise on the tariff bill has been 
agreed upon.which is reasonably certain 
to be adopted by congress early in June. 
It will take the form of the committee 
amendments to the pending bill, mak- 
ing a reduction of about 30 per cent 
from the McKinley law.

Stanford, woo is a heavy stock- 
tulder, is anxious to kucure a large 
amount of ready cash in order to carry 
out the wiahea of her late husband. 
\nother reason is that the affairs of th'e 
.^autic Improvement Company have not 
been prosperous lately and that its days 
of usefulness as an auxiliary of the 
Southern Pacific have passed. 


The oflictrs of the company, however, 


deny that its intention is to dissolve the 
corporation. The sale will.mclude con- 
siderably over 12.r>,000 acres of land scat-

A shocking tragedy of a most remark-

[van Klakwitz, a customs officer of 
lighly rpsjiectnhlo connection, became 
couviuced that Inn wife was in league 
with a neighbor to aid the latter in a 
avrsuit which was pending against him. 
There was apparently uo justification 
:or the charge. Tho lawsuit wns trifld 
n the lociil courts last week, and Eluk- 
Witi lost the case. He addressed the 
judge in an excited manner, and after 
Baking a rambling statement implicat- 
ing his wife in an intrigue against him 
16 left the courtroom. 


Later in the day, however, he pro- 


fessed regret to his wife for his baseless 
insinuations and hasty temper, and 
asked bis neighbor and his wife to dine 
•with him en famillc. Thinking it bet- 
;er that a conciliation should take place, 
the neighbor accepted, and a social 
evening was arranged for. At dinner 
there were present Klakwitz, his wife, 
hi a two daughters, aged 10 and 17 years 
respectively; a young son, aged 11; his 
wife's mother and his neighbor and his 
wife. 


The dinner jiubuud off very pleasantly 


nntil the third course, when Klakwitz 
rose, and ordering some more cham- 
pagne to be opesetl said that he wished 
fill present to drink a toast to n special 
dish ho had prepared as a surprise for 
this agreeable occasion. He then left 
tho room, and within two minutes re- 
turned bearing in his arms a largo dish 
covered with a dinner cover, and plac- 
ing it qmcbly on tbo table ho lifted his 
glass on high and shouted, "To onr 
next meeting." 


Ho had scarcely spoken these words 


when a dynamite bomb, which had been 
hidden nncler tho cover, exploded, and 
instantly It i lied every one in the room 
with the exception of the servant girl 
and tho yonngest daughter — the latter 
living, however, only long enough to 
tell exactly what happened. The nerv- 
aut died within two honrs. 


Tho unfortunate people who were the 


victims of thia insane frolic were sim- 
ply blown to pieces, and the walls of 
the room in which they were sitting 
wero partly blown out. Tho explosion 
was henrd for half a mile.

About 10 years ago a medical scien- 


tist advanced the theory that, in its nor- 
mal conditicn, blood contained an ele- 
ment that instantly killed many forms 
of bacteria. In this healthy stato blood 
has been injected into the veins of dis- 
eased persons for this pnrposo and has 
begun tho work of destruction. The re- 
BulU had not been satisfactory, as the 
amonnt of blood required was so great 
as to make continued experiments on- 
wise. 


Recent investigations have confirmed 


the original idea, and a series of exper- 
iments of late condncted at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan reveal most interest- 
ing possibilities. The destroying prin- 
ciple has been separated from thehlood, 
and with it germs of cholera and an- 
thrax have been killed. 
This element, 


to which the name of nenclin bas been 
given, Is colorless and transparent. The 
vital essence of it seems tenacious of 
life, as high degrees of heat, even to 
the boiling point, do noUeem to dimin- 
ish its activity. If this discovery does 
all that it promises, it marks an incal- 
culable advance iu medical science. In- 
jected into the veins of persons suffer- 
ing from many forms of germ poison-i 
ing. it immediately begins its benefi- 
cent task of ridding the system of the 
enemy. Thus a now field in medicine 
ia opened, the ultimate results of which 
even tbo moat comprehensive mind can 
•carcely estimate.— Kew York Ledger.

She stated that Joe is about eix weeks 


old, and that ehe had got him from a 
lodging house on Mariposa street tive 
days after his birth. She did not know 
who the mother was, as the latter had 
deserted the child a few days after its 
birth. The paternity of the c:hild is 
wrapped in like mystery. It is surmised 
.hat the woman left home to hide her 
shame and for that reason deserted her 
child. 


Little Joe ia certainly as pretty a baby 


as an infant six weeks old can be. He 
B very quiet, and Airs. Donleavey said 
she had only been awakened twice at 
night since she had him. What better 
Droof could be given that that baby is a 
ewel, and how many poor benedicks 
ffho have to walk the floor of nights 
would not be willing to make an ex- 
change with Mrs. Donleavey? 


But Joe Is not for sale or to be ex- 


changed. Mrs. Donleavey has decided 
;o adopt him herself. Including Joe, 
Mrs. 
Doiileavey has thirteen 
little 


warders, ranging in age from six weeks 
:o twelve yeais. Some of them are only 
mlf orphans, children who have lost 
:heir mothers and whose fathers cannot 
give them proper care. Eight of the 
children are boys, and five girls. 


Mrs. Donleavey opened her home for 


orphans about a year ago. She has had 
lonsiderabie experience in thia line, 
laving been matron of an asylum for 
soldiers' orphans at Bloomington, 111. 
The children in her care, while poorly 
clad, seem to be well cared for other- 
wise. They' look healthy and happy. 
Mrs. Donleavey speaks to them kindly, 
and they, obey her as if it were a pleas- 
ure to do HO. 


The county pays for the maintenance 


of some of the children, while the others 
are supported by the parent remaining 
them. Those old enough go to school 
evary day. When they have reached the 
age of twelve, Mrs. Donleavy intends 
placing the children in families where 
ihey will receive good treatment, and 
where they will grow up to be useful 
members of society.

EDITOR RSPDBLICAS: — The assertion 


requently made by some that the raisin 
;rowera cannot agree among themselves 
pon any plan by which to market the 
aiuin crop is false, and cannot be aub- 
tantiated by facts. It ia well remem- 
>ered by all peraons who have read the 
tapers, or attended the various raisin 
nestings held at the school bouses 
tirougboat the county, that the grow- 
ra at every one of ' these meetings 
nanimoubly indorsed, by resolutions, 


the California Fruit exchange, aa repre- 
cnted at these meetings by Mr. E. F. 
Adams. The growers also agreed that 
:c-operution as now carried on by the 
ocai co-operative companies is "the 
ight thing in the right place" Jtnd 
iat the growers should join these c m- 
lauies, uud thia system should be ex* 
ended. Also that all of such local co- 
perative companies should form a 
ounty exchange and become branches 
f or members m the California Fruit 
Exchange. 


So the facts prove conclusively that 
he growers are now almost unanimous- 
y agreed. There is now, tie there has 
been the last few years, a set of de- 
igning men among the growers and 
thers who, while they cry the loudest 
hat "thu growers can never agree," are 
t tho same time doing all they can to 
trevent the growers from carrying out 
he plan upon which the growers have 
already agreed, namely, local co-cpera- 
,ive packing and the joining of the Cali- 
ornia Fruit Exchange. 
These ineu introduced — to prevent the 
[rowers from putting their plan into 
iractice — first, the Johnson plan, which 
was so heavily sat upon by the growers' 
onventiou. That same convention in- 
orsed unanimously the Ada ma plan. 
Second, tho Chicago ten-year- $2.000,000 
ilan (sonndn big) was introduced aa 
nother wedee to eplit the movement. 


Thus we see that three wedges have 
teen used to split the grower movement, 
irst, the com mission packer, located at 
'res no; second, the Johnson proposi- 
ion, 
located at San Francisco, and now 


he "ten-year-$2,000,000" salvation plan, 
ocated at Chicago. All of these salvu- 
ions have been rejected by thu growers, 
o now the coast IB clear for the growers 
o work out their own salvation 
upon the state exchange plan, as 
proposed at the begining of this raisin 
movement, last December. 


Let the growers in each district call 


meetings to perfect their organisations 
nd join the California Fruit exchange, 
ccording to the principle laid down in 
above mentioned plans. 
As to the 


organization part of it, the thing is 


une. The Chicago scheme, like the 
ohnson proposition, is now "dead in 
respaseea and sin," and there ia no 
salvation in it, or for it.

A Modern Instance Treated ia An- 


cient Style. 


To YE EDITOR: — And in the second 


year of the reign of Grover the Fat it 
came to pass that there waa much dis- 
tress throughout the land. Even the 
politicians, who had lived in peace and 
plenty for many, years in the shadow of 
the county court building and the hos- 
pital, wherein outcasts were sheltered 
on the eve ot election, were sorely tried 
to keep up appearances while waiting 
for a fresh crop of office seekers to ap- 
pear upon the scene with shekels of 
gold, for silver was no longer a favored 
money of the rich and the servants of 
the rich.

were moat numerous and moat hungry 
for office. And among the tnanv were 
Olufthe Dane, and Cook the Mason, 
and Grainger. the Teacher, and Culver 
the Breeder of Fine Fowls, and Walton 
the Sweeper, and their kindred and 
many friends, and with great acclaim 
they pronounced for the Populists and 
in ofnce. And when they had organ- 
ized themselves into an aseemply, and 
nad chosen a president and a scribe, and 
;md counted the number of otiicett and 
the number of candidates, and had 
failed to make tho two numbers agree, 
:hen there waa earnest whispering of 
the relatives with each other and the 
friends one with another. And the as- 
sembly convened on the evening of the 
last day of the week with grent regu- 
larity for some weeks. 


Then a coldness arose between' men, 


of standing in the party, and it waa 
not all on account of divergent views 
on the tariff. Hill the Milkman want- 
ed to be high sheriff, aud likewise there 
were Tim the Chief, and Curdwell the 
Cop, and Ambrose the Granger, and

The vine- 
ynrdists have been busy fighting the 
jest and have stopped its ravages to a 
'real extent. 
One vineyardist told a REPIHII.UUN re- 


iinrter that they were so thick on his 
place that he had to hire a gang ol 
thirty men to save his vines. Inns 
green, il seems, kills only lhe small 
w< rms, and il is nol Ihereiore very ef- 
fective. Irrigation, so far as the direct 
effect of the water on the worm is con- 


is effectual in so fnr as the i— —--- 
after being watered, preventing the 
worms from burroughing to the surface. 


The most effective method of gelling 


rid of the pest, according to this vme- 
yardist's experience, is to dig narrow 
Irene!'"! around the vines with sides 
perpendicular. The worms crawl into 
lhe cool Irenches, but cannot get up the 
perpendicular side nearest the vine. 
A gang of men are then put to work 
gatherin" the culworms aud crushing 
the life out of them. They may, for 
that matter, be crushed in the trenches 
with a piece of scantling.

60 thoroughly cultivated, the cutworu 
has done less "damage as it feeds on the 
weeds instead of the vines.

It may be that a few growers have al- 
ready delivered themselves over to the 
commission packer, and if so they will 
of course be slaughtered, just ns they 
have been in the past 
Hut if the re- 


mainder of lhe growers will reluseto 
consign, nnd demand cash for their 
uoods they will surely get it, nt good 
figures 
, 
With a horse power, or even hand 


stemnier, rnifiins can be stemmed ami 
packed for $2.oO per ton; commission 
packers have been charging the extor- 
lionntc rate of *T.50 per Ion. 
The 


charg.- ol 40 cenls for packing 20-pound 
boxes is a moat iniquitous one; it 
cnu bo done for 25 eent-i. Some houses 
handled ns much as five nnd six tbou- 
eand tons each. Upon 3000 tons of 
stemmed goods they pocketed the net 
sum of $15,000. Upon 3000 Ions packed 
in 20-nound layers they take from the 
grower *:JO,000 clean cash in the wny of 
toll. Here we ree the grower paying 
the packer the enormous sum of H5.000 
for his two months' Inbor, with an 
actual capital invested of from fiOOO lo 
*10 000 This is exclusive of commis- 
sions, storage, waste, brokerage, dis- 
count for cash (paid six months after 
date), etc. 
, 
. 
1! growers submit to this system of 


robbery, is it any wonder that the com- 
nission packer cnn go into the market 
and dump his goods at prices Hint will 
barely pay freight and the small ad- 
vance it has mnde to the grower? 
Haven't some of them repeatedly threat- 
ened tn break down the co-operative 
comnnnies by slnnghtering goods placed 
in Iheir bnnds by confiding customers/ 
If growers permit them to put their 
hands in their pockets and tnke out 
forty or fifty thousand dollars beiorethe 
raisins leave the nncking house what is 
to prevent them from carrying out tins 
threat nnd fastening their clutches upon 
the throats of the growers for all time 


The time has come when four-fifths of 


all the rnisina cnn be sold to the best 


dvautage in aO-pound boxes aud sacks. 
\ny gro»er can pill thorn up in tins 
shape just as well as any packing house. 
If raisin nnd fruit growers will refuse to 
part wilh their goods this season until 
paid lor they will find themselves mas- 
ters of the situation. 
They will find themselves—the mer- 


chants, the mechanics mid all other 
classes—again happy and prosperous, 
ns they were two years n.o, before they 
were led into a trap by a few tricky and 
selfish men, who cared nothing tur oth- 
ers nnd were willing to destroy the 
prosperity of tlie country il by so doing 
they could in a short time amass large 
fortunes for themselves. 


Let us all demand cash before our 


goods are moved, aud there isu t a 
shadow of a doubt but we will get fair 
prices and spot cnah for all the green 
and dried fruit of every description. 
Brother growers, let us all pull together 
and stnntl firm for cash, ami the coming 
fall will bring with it returning pros- 
perity for all classes ol our people.

But to meet the objections of some 
cautious residents in the agricultural 
districts what is called tbe state aid 
plan was adopted, by which the state 
pay.4 one-third the cost of county roads, 
the county a trifle over 60 per cent and 
the remaining 10 per cent ia to be paid 
by the property holders benefited. The

before there is enough for everybody 
and some to epare.—Stockton Mail. 


The Mail overlooks one phase of this 


question which is at present attracting 
tho consideration of many able ant 
earnest thinkers. 
The invention c 


labor saving machinery which makes 
possible the enormous production of the 
present, has decreased the amount of 
labor required for that production to ai 
extent that is startling if the figures 
submitted by statisticians are to be re- 
lied upon. U is estimated, for instance, 
that whereas the labor t\{ 100 men 
formerly produced enough wheat to feed 
1000 persons for a year, that with the 
machinery now in use the labor of ten 
men produce an equal amount of wheat 
and this allows for the manufacture o; 
the machinery aud the necessary repair- 
ing. This being the case 90 farm labor- 
ers out of 100, considered in relation to 
the results of their labor, are left to 
seek employment in other avocations, in 
many of which the same conditions 
exist so far as the use of modern ma- 
chinery is concerned. 


In other worda, labor saving; ma- 


chinery haa enormously increased pro- 
duction beyond any probable increape 
in its absence, and has lessened tho de- 
mand for labor to an extent that cannot 
be otherwise than aerioiifl in its effect, 
allowing liberally for erroneous esti- 
mates. It cuts both ways, and more 
than that if it actually results in lessen 
ng the demand for labor it also de- 
creases the consumptive capacity of the 
people. Of this fact the present condi- 
tion of our markets afford a painfully 
realistic illustration. 


Tua REPUBLICAN believes, of course, 


that other things than labor saving 
machinery have to do with tbo lack of 
employme t and superabundance of 
products which fail to bring a fair return 
to their producers, but we believe that 
if the Mail takes a perfectly candid view 
of the situation it will admit that this 
is one- of the causes of prevailing dis- 
tress—that the people have not yet ;ui- 
iusted themselves to the changed condi- 
tion of an industrial revolution result- 
ng from the introduction into every 
lepartment of industry of machiuerv 
which performs the work formerly done 
jy tens of thousands of hitman beings. 


The Mail also makes ao assertion n>- 
rdinij; labor In which we do not con- 


cur when it eays in effeut that labor i» 
itself id not desirable, that it is not 11 
good thing to have plenty of, but on the 
contrary, that toil is painful, and tbftt 
men do it only because they are obliged 
to. We think all this is fully disproved 
by the fact that the best class of people 
desire to labor, either with brain or 
muscle, and that they are the better for 
it, whether done voluntarily or from 
necessity. 


American civilization 
stands as a 


monument to the worth and desirability 
of labor. Where on the earth cau be 
found a people who are more industri- 
ous or have a firmer faith in the results 
of hard labor than the people of the 
New England states, and where will you 
find a people better qualified to perform 
the duties of enlightened citizenship or 
to intelligently enjoy the fruits of 
their toil? 
People are not brutal- 


ized by labor, but on the contrary 
they are, as a rule, rendered more 
virtuous, 
patriotic and 
self-respect- 


ing by then- 
devotion to it. No 


fact is better tcnown than that idleness, 
even though temporary, is calculated to 
increase crime, and the result is not 
changed by calling it leisure, and re- 
ferring to it as the opportunity for 
recreation aud mental improvement. 


It is true that there are in certain lo- 


calities in this country an ignorant and 
brutalized class of laboring men, and it 
cannot be denied that they are the most 
tenacious in their demand for short 
hours of labor, and lhat they have more 
hours of leisure than the 
average 


farmer and farm laborer, who are con- 
siderably their superior in everything 
that goes to make a good citizen, and 
who are more contented aud get more 
enjoyment out of life, notwithstanding 
tbe fact that more of their time is given 
to arduous toil. 


There is a modern tendency to belittle 


labor, and to decry it as the painful 
necessity of those who have not the in- 
telligence % avoid it, but it is a wrong 
and pernicious sentiment, the encour- 
agement of which baa already done in- 
calculable harm. Labor is not in itself 
painful to a properly constituted per- 
son; it is not degrading nor a mark of 
discredit. People who labor are as a 
clasa better than those who do not, and 
the moat industrious communities ara 
the most virtuous and their people the 
most happy. Labor is so essential, not 
only to the material welfare of the peo- 
ple but to their moral well being, that 
its rights and advantages cannot be too 
zeali usly guarded.

One of the ladies rebuked the men, say- 
ing that she might have remained at 
home and enjoyed the comforts of her 
parlor, etc., but that she chose to come 
there. One of tue prisoners quickly re- 
plied: "You'd be a strange person if 
you could enjoy comforts at the same 
tinie knowing that there is so much suf- 
fering Hround you." 
All endeavors 


and entreaties failed to still the tempest 
until Mr. Heath came from his room 
and spoke to them, telling them that the 
ladies \vere their friends aud 
oalj 


wished to do them cood, etc. Some of 
the men stated that they were not ever 
allowed to leave town, but were arrester 
white trying to get away. 


Here the question arises: Is it rifihl 


to arrest men and incarcerate them jus" 
because they are poor? In speaking t< 
Judge Clark, today he stated that some 
times the officers did pick up good men 
men whose only crime was poverty, bui 
that they were always given an oppor- 
tunity to prove their identity. Canno 
some plan he devised in order that got* 
law abiding citizens shall not be placed 
in the same category as vags, petti- 
thieves and law breakers generally? Is 
not, this worth our consideration?

A question of public interest, asket' 


in good faith, is entitled to a caudid an- 
swer. If men were imprisoned for no 
other fault than that of being poor the 
wrong would appeal to every right 
minded citizen lor redress. THE REPUB- 
LICAN is, however, prepared to erpreas a 
positive opinion that such is not the 
case. In fact there is nothing to justify 
such conclusion. 


The character of the magistrates be- 


fore whom these vagrants are brought 
for examination is in itself a guarantee 
that only persons of idle and dissolute 
character are found guilty of vagrancy. 
When there is any queetion of guilt 
the custom has been to permit the ac- 
cused to move on in quest of the labor 
which they claim to he in search of. 
That care is exercised in trying these 


tses and that leniency is shown can be 


attested by nil who are familiar wit 
the scenes in the justice and po- 
ice court;. There hits been, indeed, 
a good deal of criticism of the courts on 
account of their leniency to the vagrant 
class, and it is undeniably true that 
.heir general custom has been to lean 
,uwards mercy and give th« accused the 
Benefit of any doubt which may exist. 


It is doubtless natural that the good 


people who visit the jail on Sunday to 
administer spiritual udvice to unfortu- 
lates confined there should be consider- 
ably wrought up by the angry protes- 
.iona of the vagrant inmates that they 
ire wrongfully deprived of their liberty 
and are barbarously treated. This be- 
ng the case it is proper that they should 
seek to find out tbe cause of such vo- 
ciferous complaints. It ia not necessary 
to go far to find it. The vagrants are 
compelled to work. That J3 the feartul 
punishment against which they rebel 
with tireless clamor. 
That the dis- 


grace of idle incarceration is nothing to 
the professional 
vagrant haa been 


abundantly proven by the fact that 
nearly double their numbers were found 
continually and uncomplainingly enjoy- 
ing the hospitalities of the Fresno county 
jail prior to the time that labor was pro- 
vided for them. 
Ko protests were 


icard then about the injustice of courts 


the r.rnelty of sheriff and jailer?. 


The jail was crowded to overflowing 
with vagrants, who were perfectly con- 
,ent to live their lives of criminal idle- 
ness at the expense of hardworking tax- 
.myers. 


That they were and are liberally pro- 


vided with plain food is known to be a 
'act. Tbe only complaint from people 
who speak the truth has come from del- 
egations of taxpayers who have gone 
jefore the supervisors and asked that 
the vagrants in the jail be not given 
letter fare than can he afforded by 
many honest, hardworking farmers and 
labjiera of the county. 


These are the kind of offenders who are 


disturbing the peace of miud of the 
find-hearted men and women who visit 
,hem on Sunday, and are prevented 
:rom holding religious services by their 
clamor. Tbut is the only grievance 
they have. They are compelled to do 
what millions do willingly and gladly— 
earn their bread by toil, and mutiny 
and hate have taken the place of what 
waa recently contentment and good feel- 
ing towards those who minister to their 
wants. 


The only suggestion which THE REPUB- 


LICAN" haa to make to the writer of the 
above communication and those who 
may entertain similar ideas is to save 
their tears for more worthy sufferers 
outside of the county jail. 


The supervisors of Fresno county did 


the beat act of their administration 
when they provided labor for incarcer- 
ated vagrants. It has kept hundreds 
out of the county and many out of jail. 
The eystem should be extended until 
there is some useful employment for ev- 
ery person able to work who becomes a 
charge upon the county either as a 
criminal or from destitution. It should 
nclude reasonable and humane means 
if advancement, that out of tbe human 
Iriftwood an occasional wreck may be 
aved and made self respecting aud self 
sustaining. Under the present arrange- 
ment we believe the best that can he 
done is being done. 


One of the most dangerous and dis- 


couraj{ing symptoms of the times is the 
increasing numbers of people who will 
not work if it ia possiole to avoid it. 
That tbia evil is not a sudden one, 
brought on by tbe etrcss of present con- 
ditions, is proven conclusively by the 
hordes of vagrants existing during re- 
cent times when employment wiis abun- 
dant for all who desired it. 


The sentiment against honest labor 


has been making an iasiduous growth in 
this country for a number of years, and 
is by no meansconfined to the vic*im«of 
dissolute and vicious habits. The opin- 
ion that the world owes every man a 
living, that if he does not choose to earn 
it himself others must provide it for 


him, and that hone* labor ti the kit. 
deeperato resort of thott powMaing 
neither wit nor wisdom, haa (lined a 
place in the public mind and in the 
habits of tho •« who entertain it to an 
cstent (hat demands the sternest con- 
demnation, if this government it to be 
perpetuated on the lines laid down by 
its immortal founders. 


This, to be sure, !G drifting some dis 


tanee from the subject of tho treatment 


vagrants in the Fresno county 


jail, but as a matter of fact these reforms 
must be largely worked out by the vari- 
ous communities which are called upon 
to protect themselves from the idle and 
criminal element. This can neither be 
accomplished by unnecessary harshness 
nor by sniveling sentimentality, but 
must be worked out by intelligent ami 
humane methods coupled with our earn- 
est determination to destroy the virus 
which has been infused, iu the public, 
mind and build up in its stead a sound 
aud healthy public sentiment.

There is "scarcely a mother who in her 
own case does not know that the hours 
spent on music are wasted. Yet she in- 
sists that her daughter will repeat hei 
experience. The Times of Oakland, 
center of western culture and other 
rare things, affirms that this is all true, 
and that a great dual may be Haiti about 
the baneful effects of the piano; and 
this statement it proceeds to sub- 
stantiate by paying that thousands of 
farmers are mortgaged today because of 
the piano habit, and thousands of hon- 
est farmers' daughters have been utter- 
ly spoiled by the instrument that has 
put a plaster on the farm. Idlenesi 
extravagance, drepa, expensive inuai 
lessons, distaste for work and a con- 
tempt for working people follow the ad- 
vent of the piano into the houses of 
people of slender means. The iirst coat 
of the initrument is perhaps more than 
can be safely borne—too often it repre- 
sents a wearing aud exacting debt— 
but tbe cm sequences are even more 
disastrous. The girls must bang on tlte 
piano when they ought to be at work or 
educating themselves for the realities of 
life, and there ia a coustant outlay for 
music and music lesaons.. Toooften the 
net result ia disappointed and perhaps 
impoverished parents, Rpoiled girls and 
wretched musicians, who can play just 
well enough to shudder at the thought 
of cooking or darning socks.

Our benevolent institutions con- 
tain 69,902 inmates by the last census, 
of which the foreign born compose 24 
per cent. The total number of the white 
inmates of our poor houses is 53,69(1, of 
which number 27,648, or a little over 51 
per cent, were born in foreign countries.

Tribute by the Clergy-The Obae- 


qnies Conducted by Hasotis 


aud Odd Fellows.

The last honors were paid to the re- 


mains of Captain K. P. Mace la Madera 
yesterday, and they were laid to rest in 
the city cemetery. 


About forty parsons, comprising old 


friends and members of the Masonic 
and Odd Fellow fraternities went down 
on the noon train to participate in the 
obsequies and assist in the sepulture. 


Promptly at 2 o'clock the fraternal or- 


ders marched to the residence and the 
remains were taken to the Methodist 
church, where the funeral ceremonies 
were conducted by the Kev. Hyden, as- 
sisted by Kev. McKlwe, Rev. Neil and 
Rev, Cornelius Yager. 


The pall bearers, who were members 


of the Masonic and Odd Fellow orders, 
of both of which the deceased had long 
been a prominent and influential mem- 
ber, were A. K. Nortlier, Abe Cohen, X. 
Brake, B. W. Child, H. C. Borden and 
W. K-. Davis, with Dr. I-ewia I-each, 
Captain Charles T. Badger, ilou. A. M. 
Clark, W. H. McKenzie, James McCardle 
and N L. F. Baehinan, as honorary 
pallbearers. 


The remains were placed in the chan- 


cel of the church daring the services. 
The chancel rail was completely covered 
with numerous and exquisitely beautiful 
floral designs of varied and elaborate 
patterns. 


The choir of the church rendered 


music be tilling the solemn occasion, and 
prayer was offered by Rev. Hydeii. 
After tlio Ubual church services Mr. 
Hyden spoke of the character and career 
of CapUm Mace. He was born in Bos- 
ton, Maas., May 14, 1820, and from 
Louisiana served in the Mexican War of 
1847 with the rank of captain, and paid 
a tribute to his services to hia country 
in that memorable con teat. 


He came to California in 1840 and 


settled in this locality before Fresno 
county waa created. He was a mem tier 
of the Mexican Veterans* association of 
this state and of the California Pioneers 
society, and had served three terms in 
the state legislature with great accept- 


" ability. 


Mr. Hyden then spoke of his services 


to Fresno county in Us formation, when 
he became-one nf the beat known men 
in the stale, itud such was his character 
and such ttie general respect fur him 
that no one WHS ever known to offer him 
insult. Ue hud AS a citizen done much 
to ahupe the destiny of the county. 


As a friend he had drawn to him men 


of nil kinds and conditions to a degree 
that were they present on that sari occa- 
sion they would uiiiount to an army, lie 
was generous iu extending aid and UH- 
aistaneu to the needy, but never boasted 
either of hia benefactions or the assist- 
ance hu had tiiven others. 


No philanthropic enterprise had been 


started thai did not have his sympathy 
and jissistiince first of all. In hia quiet 
way he had extended aid iu the erection 
of the chinches of the town and hud 
taken a lively personal interest in their 
welfare and success. 


AH a JiutiOaniJ and father he had been 


kindhemed and indulgent anil geuer- 
oiis in hia impulses and treatment of all 
the members of bia family. His de- 
meanor toward his adopted daughter 
was of the same kind ..paternal character 
as that extended his own. 


He Bjiofco of the great loss to the 


family which was largely shared by the 
entire 
community who were alike 


bereaved. 


Rev. McElwe spoke of the remarkable 


period iu winch Captain Maco lived, 
when to be an American citizen was 
greater than a king, and referred to him 
as one having the courage of his con- 
victions and meeting the full measure 
of American citizenship. He paid a tit- 
ting tribute to him as one whose influ- 
ence w uid l>e felt for years to conic, 
and whoao upright life was a model for 
imitation. 
Rev. Neill spoke of bis long and mti- 


niale acquaintance with Captain Mace 
and his treat admiration for him. He 
had found him generous in encourag- 
ing and cuniributing to the erection of 
that church edifice, and a man whoso 
sympathy and affection went out to all 
About him. He made louehiug allusion 
to the heartfelt sorrow of Captain Mace 
over the death of the speaker's daugh- 
ter, the memory of which brought tears 
to the speaker's eyes. 
Father Yugtir then spoke of his inti- 


mate acquaintance and high regard for 
him as a member of the Masonic order, 
where he had seen much of him and 
ImnorpH his consistent course and re- 
Tered hia memory. 
The ruuiuiua were then viewed by the 


ereat concourse of people, the huff or 
whom hail not been uble to get into the 
church during the services. The re- 
maina were then placed in the hearse, 
and the urocnssion, led by the Odd iel- 
lows, the Masons following, took up the 
march to the cemetery, where the usual 
ceremonies over the grave took place.

hearse followed these, and waa followed 
by over 100 earriaees with citizens. 
Owing to the great length of the cere- 
monies at the church most of the Fresno 
people *«rc u.-i.»rn-i in.ni going to the 
cemetery, as the train passed through 
shortly after tlie cortege moved from 
the church.

honors in Captain Mace were Captain

Captain Mace was a man of rare judg- 


ment and ability, with great force of 
character. He was of genial disposi- 
tion, and though a great physical suf- 
ferer in his later years from rheumatism 
and obesity, hia kindly manner never 
forsook him, nor waa his personal mag- 
netism abated. Indeed, the elements of 
well-balanced manhood were so in him 
mixed and his character and coune 
through life such that naught said of 
him yesterday waa set down in flattery. 
Hia family has the general sympathy in 
their bereavement, and Madera will in-

THEM. 


Why the City Trustees Should Not 


Grant the Company a 


Franchise. 


From Thursday'!! Daily- 


The application of the Pacific Kiosk 


Company for a franchise permitting it 
to erect kiosks on the street corners of 
this city- for advertising purposes, will 
soon como up again before the city trus- 
tees. In the meantime the company 
has been requested to put one up GO 
that the people may see what kind ot a 
thing it is. 


The company has represented 
its 


kiosks as things of beauty and a joy for- 
ever—at least to the proprietors, who 
expect to get quite a. revenue for the 
sale of advertising Bpace. Everybody 
knowa how attractive an advertisement 
looks on a fence or a wall, aud can 
judge bow ornamental these kiosks will 
be. 


There, is a suspicion, besides, that be- 


hind this advertising pretense there is a 
scheme to establish stands at these 
kiosks for the sale of candy, lemonade, 
notions, cigars, etc., to the detriment of 
those established in such businesses 
and paying licenses therefor. 


Another objection to the kiosks, and a 


serious one, is that they will obstruct 
the streets. There is an ordinance pro- 
hibiting merchants from erecting any 
advertising devise on the sidewalks of 
this city, aud no good reason can be 
given why the Pacific Kiosk company 
should be granted a privilege that has 
been denied people who are in business 
here and pay taxes. 


Tim company hua made applications 


for franchises in San Francisco, Loa An- 
geles, Oakland and Fresno, and will 
probably try to get franchises in other 
cities. So far, however, it has met with 
determined opposition in every place 
where u franchise has been aeked for. 


The franchise the company asks for is 


a valuable one, or it would not be will- 
ing to go to such great expense in put- 
ting up the kiosks and ligti-them by 
electricity at night. Being a valuable 
franchise and one that will enrich the 
people promoting the enterprise, there 
is no reason, if granted at all, why they 
should not be made to pay a good round 
sum for it. 


However, there appears to be 
TIO 


probability that the franchise will be 
granted under any conditions, as the 
business men and property owners are 
strongly opposed to the kiosks.

FIRE INSURANCE. 


The New Book of Rates Received. 


Reductions Made. 


Fiom Thursdays Daily. 


The book containing the new fire in- 


surance rates has been received by the 
various agents of tins city. The new 
rates went into effect on the21st instant. 
An examination of the book shows that 
iu the whole the rates arc lower than 
before the 50 per cent increase. 


The 50 per cent increase, by the way, 


has been done away with altogether, 
but the three-quarter clause still re- 
mains in force. This clause provides 
that the company shall not be held lia- 
ble for more than three-quarters of the 
actual ca=h value of the property in- 
sured. That is to eay, no property will 
be insured for over three-quarters of its 
value, but of course the whole amount 
of insurance will be paid so long as it 
does not exceed three-quarters of the 
value of the property. 


In the new book there is & reduction 


of rates on residence property, and a 
slight reduction on brick blocks where 
the conditions are favorable. The rate 
on rows of frame structures is higher, 
as ia that on stables and barns. Hotel 
rates have also been raised. 


In the circular accompanying the new 


book the union states tnat the improved 
facilities of this city for fighting fires 
have been taken into cor.sidemtion in 
fixing the new rates.

HOW LEAD PENCILS ARC MAM. 
| 
HE COLLECTED THE M.L. 


E*ct Company Hu Itl Own FrocMt u4 [ tlktvUf Otwjed Omf«r» tod EUtlilfikMl 


"There IB probably kta known about 


the manufacture of* lead pencils than 
any otter extensive raanofactrjriog busi- 
ness," said John M. Ready of New 
York. "1 say extensive business, for 
many people do not know that there is 
as much as $3,300,000 expended for 
lead pencil* iu the United States every 
year. All the machinery need in tbe 
production of lead pencils IB a careful- 
ly guarded secret. It is not patented, 
bnt each company has its own process, 
and very little iu known of it by out- 
siders. Tho general idea of tbo method 
of manufacture can be given. 


"The graphite, plumbago or black 


lead, whichever you may call it, comes 
from tlavo places—India, Germany and 
ono part of the United States. 
The 


American lend IA considered the meat 
pure, having about one-third more car- 
bon and much K*s silica thtm the for- 
eign article. Ttie plumbago an mined 
ia brought to the fartury, wheii the sil- 
ica is ft'jmnitul from the graphite by a 
system similar io that employed in sen- 
iratinj; freegohl from ore. It is crush- 
ed into n fine powder and then mixed 
with water, which tJows over 'bumper 
tablet!.1 The weight of the lead causes 
it to collect on thu tables, and the tulicn 
and baser materials iluw oil with the 
water. Tbe lead is then taken and mix- 
t 
vd with clay in a mortar. 


"Tho chiy is used as a temper to the 


lead. Tho more clay used tho harder 
tbo lead becomes, UK when thu mixture 
is Imbed tbo heat affect* thochiy, hard- 
ening it, while it has no effect upon the 
graphite. 
The mixtnro ia then placed 


iu n hydraulic press, which forces it ont 
like a Mack twino. This is run upou 
tables, where it is cut in lengths of 7 
inches, tbe length of a regular lead pen- 
cil, and straightened. It is then placed 
in tho ovens. I have seen a continuous 
piece of thia mixture of clay and graph- 
ite a mile long come from the press. 
The pieces of lead are taken from the 
oven and placed in the wood, which is 
made in two pieces, then cemented to- 
gether. There is a peculiar fact about 
cednr, th« \vonil most suitable for pen- 
cils. Tho farther south you go to ob- 
tu in the wood the lews knots you find firm 
tbo less pitch in tho wood. As you 
come north the amount of pitch in- 
creases, and the gram of the wood be- 
comes irregular. "--Pittsbnrg Dispatch.

DEATH OF CAPTAIN BOLLOHG 


He Succumbs to Lung Disease at 


Keoyon's. 


Captain Thomas A. Bollong died at 


Ken>on'a on Pine Ridge at 5 o'clock 
Thursday, April 19, 18fl4, from con- 
sumption. 


Captain Bollong was a native of Pope'e 


Harbor, Nova Scotia, and was about 34 
years of age at the time of hie death. 
He came to Frecno ne.arly five years 
ago, .and was engaged in the livery 
business hero for eome time. 


Prior to corainc here he had followed 


seafaring iu the capacity of captain of a 
vessel. He went to Kenyim's Rtation 
on Pine Ridge, June 3,1893, in hopes of 
relief from lung troubles, and remained 
there until be died. 
He had hoped to recover sufficiently 


to enable him to return to hie old home 
and spend bis last days with bis father 
and mother, but the disease, sapped hia 
vitality and the end came. 


Captain Bollong waa a man who made

The prime cause of the trouble wa 


that the directors of thiadistrict had not 
given a decision iu regard to the dis- 
tribution of water at this point, although 
called upon by the parties interested on 
several occasions. The problem seems 
to be a knotty ono, and we will leave it 
to tho taxpayers whether it is right or 
Wright. Owinij to the exceedingly dry 
season the farmers are exerting every 
oueiyy to make as much of a crop as 
possible, and tho general wail in the 
southern part of this irrigation district 
is for more water. 


Kegardless of the rights of others, and 


the amount each is entitled to, in the 
ratio of tax. paid by them, the ranchers 
throughout the district are running 
their ditches to their full capacity, con- 
sequently those at the lower end of the 
canal are working day and night to 
catch every drop that cornea their way. 
The ditch tenders are powerless to im- 
prove matters as there are no locks on 
the gates and checks, and they ride hard 
all day to see that gates are set so that 
each taxpayer may get hia proper por- 
tion of water. He is hardly out of sight 
before tho gates are changed and water 
running same as before. 


There IB not a man in the district but 


what would be satisfied with an appor- 
tionment of water due him, but with 
tho knowledge that those above him 
are using it indiscriminately, they do 
the same, and the man on the lower 
end of the ditch gets very little water; 
furthermore, there are very few taxpay- 
ers in the district who know just how 
much water they are entitled to, and a 
no greater number Lave ever read the 
by-laws of the district. We have no 
knowledge that the by-laws have ever 
been published, and we are of the opin- 
ion that they never were. 


Bv such a course of management we 


can'p'ain'y fipe that the man who lives 
nearest the head of the ditch is mostly 
benefited, and it is not surprising to 
know that at the point where the ditch 
crosses the county line into Kings coun- 
ty, that the people do not get their pro-

From the Siockloa M*il. 


Mr. Barwick, the state weather ob- 


server, who is also observer at Sacra- 
mento for the general government, is a 
man of much steal in hia work as a 
meteorologist. He has accomplished ft 
great deal of good for the state and par- 
ticularly for tlie northern part of it by 
his painstaking articles and reports in 
relation to climatic conditions. Some 
years ago be was so active in extolling 
the climate of Northern California us 
favorable for the production of citrus 
Jrnita, that the people of Kiversidft and 
other districts of Southern California 
went to the length of demanding hia re- 
moval from oilice as a sort of "offensive 
partisan." Mr. Barwick however vin- 
dicated hia right to whoop up the cli- 
mate of Northern California at the ex- 
pense of Italy and other Mediterranean 
countries and continued to hold the 
fort of observation at the capital. But 
now the Mail regrets to note that he haa 
been betrayed into an error regarding 
irrigation, perhaps under the mistaken 
notion that reliance on rainfall is butter 
than reliance on water artificially ap- 
plied. 
In the courae of his late report to the 


departmeut of agriculture regarding the 
condition of cropd in California, 
Mr. 


Berwick Bays that "dews and showers, 
gifts from the hand of nature, are more 
beneficial than water from the irriga- 
tion ditsh."

The fact is that irrigation water is gen- 
erally much more beneficial to soil than 
is rain. The elements of fertility that 
are soonest exhausted under cultivation 
are potash, phosphoric acid and nitro- 
gen. The tirat two are mineral iri their 
nature aud are never found in rain 
water. But they are always present to 
some extent in the wator of streams or 
wells.

England, where the rainfall ia copious 
and frequent. Whatever benefit may 
result from the areatiou of raindrops 
falling upon the soil may be had to a 
much greater extent by aeration of the 
soil itoclf, through frequent and tbor- 
ou<*h cultivation. 


On the other hand, such regions as 


the Nile valley, where there is little or 
no rainfall, irrigation waters have main- 
tained through ages of agriculture the 
native fertility of the soil, even without 
the use of fertilizers any form. This ia 
because of the fertilizing matter carried 
both in suspension and in solution by 
the water, it has been remarked in 
Southern California that the large, sup- 
ply of potash contained in the irriga- 
tion water has kept up productiveness 
in soils that would otherwise have soon 
required the uso of manures in some 
form. Some years ago Professor Uil- 
^ard issued a bulletin from the afjricul- 
i.nral experiment station wt the State 
University, calling attention to the fact 
the waters of a certain stream in Cali- 
fornia wuro so richly supplied with fer- 
tilizing elements as to restore to the soil 
on which they were spread, as much of 
these subttanci-s as were drawn from it 
by an unusual succession of crop?. And 
he pointed out that while irrigation 
tends to dissolve out certain mineral 
salts in the soil, yet in most cases it 
gives to the soil more than it ttikes 
away. 
The fact is that rainfall, where copi- 


ous, tends rather to decrease the fertil- 
ity of soils, by washing out tlieir potash 
and phosphoric acid, than to make them 
more fertile. The S-.ild of Kwni and 
Fresno, for example, are richei in 
the two elements named, ns a rule, 
t .an aic the soils of the Sacramento 
valley, where the rainfall is much 
greater.
